MEN TO CITY ON FURLOUGH 


They Tell Post-Dispatch of Experiences at 
Kiska, Where Some Were Members of Task 
Force Which Occupied Jap Stronghold 
West of Dutch Harbor.

CAMP SHELBY, Miss., May 31. 


HE first. returning contingent of the 138th Infantry, St. Louis 
T sationa Guard regiment, is at this post after more than two 

years in the lonely and wind-swept Aleutian Islands and the 
adjoining AlasRan peninsula. Never in direct contact with the 
enemy, the regiment took a vital part in the campaign which drove 
the Japanese from America’s outposts in Bering Sea. A War De 
partment citation has acknowledged this service, 


Eagerly-sought furloughs, in the next few days, will permit the 
more than 200 men from St. Louis and near-by Missouri and Illinois 
towns, in the 138th’s First Battalion, to visit the homes which most 
of them have not seen since the regiment went from Camp Robinson, 
Ark., to Fort Ord, Cal., at the beginning of 1942. Lt, Col. Vincent 
J. Seib of St. Louis and Tulsa, Ok., battalion ‘commander, hopes to 
arrange for a special train to take the St. Louisans home. Col. 
James M. Moore of University City, regimental commander, and the 
two other battalions of the 138th, are expected to return later. 
A, B, C and D companies, and the battalion headquarters company, 
compose the First Battalion. 

St. Louis may thus look for the most notable homecoming of 
its service men since the civic reception to the old 188th in flower- 
strewn Twelfth boulevard, May 9, 1919. Then, the regiment had a 
tragic list of dead in the Argonne battle. Now, the faces missing 
from the 138th are in almost all cases those of men transferred to 
other commands and replaced by selectees from other parts of the 
country, who are in the majority on the present muster roll. 


Eager Inquiries About St. Louis. 

This writer went to Seattle to meet the returning soldiers, 
and rode the train which brought the First Battalion here 
from Seattle. He had to answer many questions about the 
Browns’ sudden climb; size and status of local war plants; the St. 
Louis girls, riverfront memorial park, U, 8S. O. quarters, St. Louis 
weather, Municipal Opera, and the abundance or scarcity of various 
foods and beverages, particularly freah milk, 
And—can you get plenty of photographic film in St. Loulg? In the 
Aleutians, it would seem, every other hut had its darkroom, and 
every snowbank got pictorial attention. 

Invariably, the men would inquire about the gasoline rationing 
situation in St. Louis, expressing a desire to obtain gasoline so they 
might visit familiar scenes during their furloughs, 

In the homes to which the men of the 138th will come, Aleutian 
Isiand names will soon be as familiar as those of Kirkwood and 
Webster Groves. Souvenirs of the Japanese occupiers of Kiska will 
be displayed by some who were in the task force sent to drive the 
enemy from that island. The enemy, it will be recalled, did not wait 
to be driven, but retired before the expedition arrived, leaving sundry 
belongings behind. There will be stories, too, of the “enemy flares” 
which turned out to be the fireworks of a volcano; of snowbound 
months and skiing on Aleutian mountainsides; of salmon which could 
be kicked out of streams, and of Alaskan bears which were proof 
against G. I. ammunition, and were killed—in self-defense, the only 
circumstance in which their killing was permitted—with hand grenades. 


Built Secret Installations. 


The men may tell also of the hard labor which they performed, 
under Army engineers’ direction, in building the “secret” installations 
which were of vital service in repelling the Japs from Dutch Harbor. 
This work, in the opinion of some of their officers, was the most 
important which the St. Louis organization was privileged to per- 
form in the North, 

The crucial importance of this timely defensive work appeared 
later, in discovery of the large store of construction material and 
electrical equipment left by the Japs on Kiska. It was far more, 
Army men say, than could have been needed at Dutch Harbor, for 
which it was first destined. These goods, bought in large part from 
the United States over a term of years, are believed to have been 
intended for use on the Alaskan mainland and the Pacific Coast, as 

far south as the Japs could continue to seize strategic points. All 
- this was stopped by the surprise air defense of Dutch Harbor. 

When the 138th went to California, late in 1941, most of its mem- 
bers believed themselves on the way to the South Pacific.. Holiday 
week of ‘41-'42 was spent in an improvised barracks, the Livestock 
Exposition (“Cow Palace” to the men), in San Francisco. There, by 
an order to turn in their “cottons,” 
learned that Alaska was to be their destination. 


C Company and part of D, both of the First Battalion, were 
landed at Cold Bay, on the Alaskan peninsula, in January and Febru- 
ary, 1942. A Company and another platoon of D followed in April, 
and B and the rest of D before June 1, by which date the regimental 
Headquarters Company and all the First Battalion were at Cold Bay. 
The Third Battalion, known as the MILK Battalion, from company 
letters, at about that time landed at another point; the Second Bat- 
talion was distributed over points on the mainland. 


First Battalion at Cold Bay. 

The First Battalion remained at Cold Bay until late May, 1943; 
it then sailed for an operations base for air and ground troops and 
Service of Supplies. It was there that, in May to July, 1943, Canadi- 
ans and American troops trained for the descent to be made on

U.S. WORLD PEACE 
PLAN PATTERNED 

N LEAGUE READY 
FOR BiG 4 PARLEYS 


Proposal, With Consulta- 
tive Formula for Use 
of Force, Is First Draft, 
Subject to Change, 
Roosevelt Says.

WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP). 
—The United States is prepared 
to. put forth at the forthcoming 
Big Four meeting here a plan for 
an international security organiza- 
tion patterned on the League of 
Nations and providing a consulta- 
tive formula for the use of force 
to suppress war, 

By this formula each nation 


would retain final authority over 
its own troops, planes and ships 
and would assign no direct power 
over them to the international 
agency. The agency, after con- 
sultations among its members, 
could recommend but not order 
that a member nation use its 
troops for international police 
duty, 

The only binding commitment 
on this vital point would be one 
which in effect has already been 
made in the Moscow four-power 
declaration—that no participating 
country would use its forces in 
foreign territory except in accord- 
ance with the decisions of the in- 
ternational agency to maintain 
peace, 


Main Points of Proposal. 


As a result of detailed inquiry 
in responsible quarters, it is pos- 
sible to report that the main 
points of the American proPosal 
are these: 


1, UNITED NATIONS COUN- 
CIL (or executive committee)— 
to be composed initially of this 
country, Britain, China and Rus- 
sia but later to be expanded to 
a membership of seven or eight 
countries, with special emphasis 
on representation for small na- 
tions, 

2. UNITED NATIONS AS- 

Y—To include at first all 
85 United Nations and the nine 
so-called associated nations, 
among which France is present- 
ly listed. The assembly would 
be expanded to take in, first, na- 
tions now neutral and, second, 
All 
nations large and small would be 
equal in sovereignty and voice. 


3. POLICE POWER—Instead 
of a single police force, pro- 
posals for which have no support 
in official quarters here, power 
would be exercised by the league 
council] against potential trouble- 
makers through the military 
forces of member nations. Once 
the council had voted action in 
a specific case, the final deci- 
sion to act would be up to the 
one or more governments whose 
forces the council had called on, 


(The arguments for this so- 
called “escape” arrangement are 
(a) the United States Senate al- 
most certainly would not accept 
a more far-reaching commit- 
ment, and (b) whether the inter- 
national system works depends 
on the effectiveness with which 
member nations actually support 
it.) 


4. WORLD COURT — A ju- 
dicial body either part of the 
league or independent of it, with 
jurisdiction. over strictly legal 
questions. 


5. MEDIATION MACHINERY 
—This would function within the 
framework of the assembly, de- 
signed especially to handle boun- 
dary disputes- and similar hot- 
headed subjects.

FOUR ISLANDS IN

PEARL HARBOR, May 31 
(AP).—American airmen bombed 
Shimushiri Island, less than 1000 
miles from Tokyo, in one of four 
attacks on Japanese bases in the 
Kuriles Monday, Pacific fleet 
headquarters announced today. 

A Liberator bomber of the Elev- 
enth Army Air Force carried out 
the predawn attack on Shimushiri 
unopposed.

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A Stab at Vital Agencies 


Quietly, in Capitol Hill conferences, there have 
been brewing and bubbling the ingredients of 
more trouble between the administration and Con- 
gress. The Russell amendment to the independ- 
ent offices appropriation bill is the potion on the 
fire. It reads: . 


After July 1, 1944, no part of any appro- 
priation or fund made available by this or 
any other act shall be allotted or made avail- 
able to, or used to pay the expenses of, any 
agency or instrumentality including those es- 
tablished by executive order after such agen- 
cy or instrumentality has been in existence 
for more than one year, if the Congress has 
not appropriated any money specifically for 
such agency or instrumentality or specifical- 
ly authorized the expenditure of funds by it. 


A House amendment, to which the Senate con- 
ferees agree, changes the date to Jan. 1, 19465. 

Poll-tax Democrat Russell of Georgia aimed his 
amendment directly at the Fair Employment 
Practices Commission, which Southerners in Con- 
gress despise, but he was firing buckshot. The 
amendment is so worded that its passage would 
hit several dozen Government agencies and cor- 
porations, and hit them hard, 

Comptroller General Lindsay Warren has list- 
ed some of these “agencies and instrumentalities” 
at the request of Representative Woodrum of 
Virginia, who will support the amendment, and 
Cochran of Missour!, who is fighting it. Among 
the corporations which Warren ‘says “might be 
affected” are the Oopper Recovery Corporation, 
Defense Supplies Corporation, Petroleum Reserves 
Corporation, Rubber Reserve Co. and Steel Re- 
covery Corporation. : 


Agencies created other than by specific legis- 


lation which would come under the purview of 
the amendment are the War Refugee Board, 
President’s War Relief Control Board, President’s 
Committee for Education of Men Demobilized 
from the Armed Forces, the Coal Mines Admin- 
istration, the Liaison Office for Personnel Man- 
agement and a dozen more including, of most im- 
portance, the Foreign Economic Administration. 

Such an amendment constitutes, of course, a 
clear challenge to the war powers granted the 
President by a Congress which recognized that in 
time of national crisis the executive branch must 
be fortified. Special, highly con?plicated problems 
arise that need special and speedy solution by or- 
der and directive. 

In principle the amendment has its points. 
For instance, the FEPC should become an inde- 
pendent agency authorized by Congress, instead 
of an executive agency. The House, despite pres- 
sure from poll-tax Representatives, has already 
passed and sent to the Senate the appropriation 
bill that includes $500,000 for FEPC, although 
in the Senate it faces a hard fight. The com- 
mission deserved, ag a democratic bulwark 
against racial discrimination, the prestige of in- 
dependent status and the strength of congres- 
sional agreement to the necessity for it. 

In wartime practice, howevér, the Russell 
amendment is just the sort of trouble-maker it 
was branded this week by Mr. Cochran: 

“When the public understands that Congress is 
disturbing agencies engaged in assisting in the 
prosecution of the war, Congress probably will 
be labeled as having gone on strike and deserted 
those behind the guns.” 
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They March No More 


Over the years, in the villages and the cities, 
the veterans of our bitter Civil War have been 
the symbol of Memorial day, or Decoration day, 
as it is so widely known; a day that first was 
set aside to honor the memory of those who gave 
their lives in the conflict between North and 
South. 

There was a time when long files of bearded 
men in their worn but treasured uniforms 
proudiy led the parades marking thig day of 
commemoration, That time is past. This year, 
for the first time in St. Louis, there was no 
representative of the Confederacy'’s brave armies 
to carry a banner, and only one who had fought 
for the Union was able to participate.

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Labor As an “Irritation” 


Labor is “an irritation in war production,” ac- 
cording to Charles E. Wilson, president of Gen- 
eral Motors, addressing a St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce audience, It is understandable that 
the recent wave of wildcat strikes is disturbing to 
industrialists, as it is to everybody else except 
the enemy, but isn’t this blanket denunciation 
rather severe? 

It is, especially when one refers to a handsome 
booklet just issued by Mr. Wilson: “Report to 
Employes of General Motors.” This is introduced 
as a “tribute to the*part each one played in this 
enormous undertaking,” and it is full of praise 
for the workers’ share in the company’s fine pro- 
duction record. For instance, Mr. Wilson says: 
“Everx man and woman who hag contributed to 
this record has a right to feel gratified.” And

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A Problem of Electric Rates 


With commendable frankness, President J. Wes- 
ley McAfee of the Union Electric Co. has told the 
Federal Power Commission in a Washington hear- 
ing that he cannot give assurance that rates of 
the Laclede Power & Light Co. will not be in- 
creased when that company is fully merged with 
Union Electric, 

Consolidation of the Laclede electric system 
with that of Union Electric is about to be con- 
summated, following negotiations which have 
been under way for more than two years. When 
this is accomplished, Union Electric will have a 
monopoly of electric service in St.<-Louis, as it 
now has in most of the suburban area and in 
many other communities im Missouri, dllinois 
and Iowa. 

For many years, Laclede Power & Light Co., al- 
though serving only about 15 per cent of the 
electric consumers in St. Louis, has maintained 
rates somewhat less than those of Union Electric, 
and in this way has provided healthy competi- 
tion. That competition is about to be eliminated. 

It would be inconsistent with the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Act for Union Electric Co. to main- 
tain two sets of rates for the same classes of 
customers in St. Louis after the merger has been 
completed. 

Thus, the choice of Union Electric Co. will be 
(1) to raise rates of the 40,000 Laclede customers 
to the level of Union Electric’s schedule; or (2) 
to reduce the rates of some 200,000 Union Elec- 
tric customers to the Laclede level. 

Mr. McAfee expressed the hope that the lat- 
ter course would be possible. Now that more 
than 10 years have gone by since Union Electric 
reduced rates, and in view of the great technical 
progress made in that time, which in part is re- 
flected in the lower rates prevailing in the TVA 
area, the public is justified in joining in Mr. 
McAfee’s hope.

The most encouraging sign for the success of 
the discussions on postwar peace organization, 
for which Secretary Hull has just invited repre- 
sentatives of the other Big Four members to 
Washington, is the patient and non-partisan 
spadework which has been ita preliminary. This 
policy of proceeding cautiously is to continue in 
the coming conference, for Mr. Roosevelt says 
that the present first draft of a plan may be tre- 
mendously improved, and Secretary Hull makes 
clear that the talks will be informal.

TRIBUTE TO DRAFT BOARDS 
From the Reno (Nev.) Evening Gazette. 

A Wisconsin Senator's proposal that local 
draft board members throughout the coun- 
try be remunerated for their services has 
elicited the observation from an Arizona 
board that “there is not enough gold in 
Fort Knox to hire us to do the unpleasant 
tasks we are doing today.” 

That statement, in a telegram to the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee, probably 
expresses pretty well the attitude of selec- 
tive service board members everywhere. 
The pride they derive from performance of 
na vital patriotic service is the only remu- 
neration they want, 

Few persons outside the draft boards re- 
alize the arduousness of the task confront- 
ing the men responsible for filling the 
man-power needs of the armed forces. It 
isn't altogether a matter of spending long 
hours on a thankless job, and sacrificing 
personal interests. The knowledge that 
their acts—even when equitably performed 
—inevitably cause heartaches in many 
homes, makes it a depressing job. Yet 
thousands of men have served since the es- 
tablishment of the selective service boards. 

As the Arizona board suggested, “To of- 
fer these men cash compensation, no mat- 
ter how well intended, constitutes the pros- 
titution of patriotism and is far more in- 
sulting than flattering.”

Piecemeal Work Not Enough 


Farmers along the Missouri River now 
complain indignantly that the Army 
Engineers, in charge of the Fort Peck proj- 
ect, the largest earth-fill dam in the world, 
so concentrated upon flood control and 
navigation that they ignored the importance 
of the river for irrigation purposes. The 
farm lands of the area may be deprived of 
water forever because of unbalanced de- 
velopment. 

It is high time for a long-term Federal 
plan for regional development, predicated 
upon national needs and the relative ur- 
gency of regional problems. This is a fun- 
damental sort of postwar planning. 

TVA has furnished a pilot operation 
which should be a goad to the Government 
in remedying the problem which has arisen 
on the Missouri which, evidently, cannot 
be solved piecemeal.

In Setup for Relief After War. 


“Co-operative Organizations and Postwar Eefief.”

Of the many things lost in the demorall- 
zation of Europe, not the least was the dig- 
nity of the individual. In the processes of 
relief and rehabilitation, self-help through 
mutual aid offers assurance that freedom 
need not be sacrificed for security, nor ore 
der to some wild form of liberty. 

A resolution adopted at Philadelphia 
specifically calls for assistance and devel- 
opment of co-operative societies, including 
health, housing and education, as basic 
means of preventing epidemic disease, bod- 
ily wretchedness and famine, 


Health co-operatives combining “the func 
tions of a panel doctor, cottage hospital 
and sanitary inspector” have existed for 
many years in Yugoslavia and Poland, In 
Serbia of 1942, there were 228 health s#e-« 
cleties, with 25 health centers, 70 drug 
traveling dental clinie In 
Denmark is the hospital of the Co-opera- 
tive Health Association, with counterparts 
in The Netherlands, France and Belgium. 
The co-operative insurance society in Bel- 
gium had health and social services which 
“included some of the country’s most mod- 
ern sanitoria, clinics, holiday and chil- 
dren's homes.” 

Co-operative restaurants and factory can- 
teens on the co-operative principle were 
scattered about Europe, and in all these 
cases, even where the actual functions 
have been taken over by the invaders, the 
know-how remains. 

The network of distributive societies of- 
fers a much more adequate means of 
reaching a helping hand when the war 
ends. Nearly half of all Danes are served 
by consumers’ co-operatives. Before the 
war, 30 per cent of the country’s retail 
grocery trade was handled by the con- 
sumers’ movement. A third of all Norwe- 
gians were likewise affiliated, In Belgium 
the ratio was 15 per cent; in The Nether 
lands, 15 per cent; France, 10 per cent, and 
Czechoslovakia almost 25 per cent, 
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This study is completed by examination 
of the co-operative movement as a source 
of relief supplies. In the United States, 
there were in 1942 more than 7000 agricul- 
tural marketing concerns with a member- 
ship of about 2,500,000 and a total business 
of $2,360,000,000. These co-operative agen- 
cies now are supplying one-third of lend- 
lease shipments of food. In Canada, Aus 
tralia and New Zealand, and to a lesser 
extent in South America, agricultural co 
operatives form a channel of supply.

The proposed new St. Louis 
building code, which hag been in 
preparation since 1937, was ap- 
proved today by the Board of 


Public Service and sent to Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann with a recom- 
mendation that it be introduced 
into the Board of Aldermen before 
the summer adjournment JtMme 16. 
The new code would replace the 
present code, established about 30 
years ago and generally regarded 
as outmoded. 

The new code would permit, in 
general, cheaper construction, and 
would revise the present method 
of assessing building permit fees, 
basing the assessment on the cubic 
size of the building rather than 
upon its cost. Also, the proposed 
code would increase safety stand- 
ards by eliminating open shafts. 

Building Commissioner A. H. 
Baum said the code would make 
possible the use in St. Louis of 
new construction materials ex- 
pected to be developed after the 
war. Under the present code such 
materials could not be used, he 
said. 

The new code modifies provi- 
sions of the present code cover- 
ing the thickness of brick walls 
in residences. Under the present 
regulations all brick walls. in 
homes must be 13 inches thick; 
the new code would permit nine- 
inch walls in one-story houses, and 
nine-inch walls on the second 
story of a two-story dwelling. 

Work on the new code was 
started in 1937 when former 
Mayor Bernard F,. Dickman ap 
pointed a citizens’ committee to 
undertake the survey. The code, 
prepared by the committee, was 
submittted to the city in May, 
1943, by the chairman, W. O. Mui- 
lgardt. Since then it has been 
studied by all affected depart- 
ments of the city government,

WE LIKE TO speculate about these ancient 
d@wellers in our valley, who were living here 
when Pierre Laclede and Auguste Chouteau 
pushed up from Fort Chartres to found St. Louis. 
It is probable that they belonged to the tribe 
of the Osages who inhabited most of the Ozark 
territory from the Missouri River south to the 
Arkansas. We have the word of Catlin, the great 
painter of American Indians, that the Osages 
were the tallest race of men in North.

Mighty hunters and warriors they were, with 
most of the men well over six feet in height, 
mo that they gave the impression of being a race 
of giants. Yet in addition to being hunters, the 
Osages built permanent villages of considerable 
size and were skilled in growing Indian corn and 
aquashes and beans.

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Wingate's Men Beat Off Japs and Cross With Few Losses

THIS IS INSTALLMENT 106 
FROM THE BOOK, “WINGATE’S 
RAIDERS.” 


FTER blowing up the railway 
A Calvert’s column headed south- 

east aiming at a point on the 
Irrawaddy about 40 miles distant, 
between Tigyaing and Tagaung. 
Fergusson had just destroyed the 
Bonchaung Gorge bridgé and was 
in the Meza River Valley head- 
ing for Tigyiang. Wingate’s 
group—Brigade Headquarters and 
Scott’s and Gilkes’ columns—were 
following in Fergusson’s trail. 
The southern columns were ad- 
vancing toward Tagaung on the 
Irrawaddy, 20 miles south of Tig- 
yaing. Bromhead had been left 
behind in the Mu Valley to act as 
rearguard. 

It was essential at this stage, 
Calvert realized, to move with the 
greatest secrecy; if the Japs suc- 
ceeded in locating them, the cross- 
ing of the mile-wide ‘Irrawaddy 
with mules and heavy equipment 
might prove a suicide venture. 

Half-way between the railway 
and the river the column received 
a radio message from Wingate 
saying: “Consider area unsafe for 
supply dropping. Keep moving or 
you may get caught.” Caivert, 
however, had been given wide 
powers of discretion by the Briga- 
dier, and he decided to take a 
chance. On March 11 his column 
took a very small daylight drop- 
ping done by three Hudsons on a 
400 by 50 yard ‘rice field on the 
west bank of the Meza River— 
hard rations, grain for the mules, 
and batteries for the wireless sets. 

With six days’ rations from the 
dropping the great thing now was 
to keep clear of the Japs. Cal- 
vert’s men had to have 24 hours 
without Japanese interference to 
make the Irrawaddy crossing. 
Their luck was out. A reconnais- 
sance party reported that Japs 
were camped in force at Tawma, 
a village near their line of march 
to the Irrawaddy. 
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Calvert’s column pushed ahead 
at top speed, laying booby wore 
on its trail. Marching through the 
hills, the Chindits heard the Japs 
put in a heavy mortar and ma- 
chine gun attack on the bivouac 
they had left not half a hour be- 
fore. “Lumme,” someone cracked, 
“there goes my four-poster, silk 
sheets and all.” Calvert kept go- 
ing all out for the river. 

At 2 a. m. on March 18 the Chin- 
dits came to a narrow strip of 
water, waded throught it, and 
found themselves in giant eéle- 
phant grass, 8 to 10 feet high. Of- 
ficers and men were dead beat 
and when Calvert gave the order 
to halt they flopped down in their 
tracks, None of them knew wheth- 
er they had just crossed a stream 
or were on an island in the Irra- 
waddy, and it was impossible to 
find out in the pitch blackness. 
All were too exhausted to care, 

Calvert was up at dawn and 
rode off with Lockett to investi- 
gate the lay of the land, leaving 
orders for the: column to load up 
and fall in. He found that they 
were on a small island about four 
miles square, separated from the 
west bank by a narrow channel. 
The rést of the column saddled up 
at 7:30 a. m. and were just mov- 
ing on, thinking they had given 
the Japs the slip, when they heard 
the crump, erump of mortars and 
the sharp hammer of machine 
guns, and the stuff came whistling 
over from the west bank of the 
channel. For two minutes there 
was unutterable confusion, The 
elephant Flossie was hit and went 
careening off into the long grass 
trumpeting shrilly. They never 
saw her again. The officer# 
chargets broke loose and swept 
through a mortar section knock- 
ing men and guns flying. The 
mules, oddly enough, remained 
calm and collected, even the ones 
that had been hit. Several of them 
just stood motionless with blood 
spouting out of gaping bullet 
wounds, Across the track along 
which the column had been pre- 
paring to advance. lay a dead 
Gurkha with one knee blown off 
and a great hole in his chest. For 
some reason he didn’t bleed but 
quickly turned a astly green 
color, Another Gurkha was clutch- 
ing his middle where a mortar 
fragment had ripped his abdomen. 
He was conscious and in awful 
pain. One of the Burma Rifles 
had been hit in the face by mor- 
tar fragments. 

The Japs had scored with their 
surprise punch, but Calvert's rear- 
guard, left to watch the west 
bank, of the channel, was quick 
in returning the enemy's pint Cal- 


vert himaelt came gallop ing back, the mules, 
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jumped off his horse, and taking 
Silcock with him dashed up to 
the edge of the channel, where he 
supervised the placing of every 
man. Oné machine gunner and his 
range finder were killed, but a 
Gurkha sergeant at once ordered 
two of his men into their place 
and helped them to dig in. Second 
Lt. James spotted a Jap auto- 
matic position only 60 yards away 
and put a Bren gun burst right 
into it, Sileock laid on the mor- 
tars, fixed the range, and opened 
up with everything he had. He 
judged the range first time, and 
3-inch mortar bombs started to 
land in the elephant grass right 
on top of the Japs. Their fire 
sliackened atid they pulled back 
some way into the jungle. 


Calvert now ordered Thompson, 
Lockett and Griffiths to get the 
men down to the east tip of the 
island, “We've got to cross 1200 
boty of Irrawaddy, "he aald grim- 

“And we've got to do it before 
ay can bring up more troops. 
It’s the only way out.” 


~*~ * * 


At 12 noon the column assem- 
bled for the crossing. A small 
covering force remained in posi- 
tion by the channel to held off 
the enemy. It was the dry season 
and long sandbanks ran out 100 
yards or so into the Irrawaddy. 


The men gathered on the sand- 
banks. They were all a bit jumpy 
after being surprised in the dark 
and suffering their first battle cas- 
ualties — seven dead and four 
wounded, Behind them they could 
hear the rearguard still exchang- 
ing bursts of fire with the Japs. 
Ahead of them lay a deep, swiftly 
flowing river three-quarters of a 
mile wide. No one had the ghost 
of an idea what lay on the other 
side, and every man realized they 
might land in a Japanese trap. 
In fact, it looked very much as if 
they would, Five miles to the 
north they could see a Jap helio- 
graph flashing signals into the 
sunlight, 

The Burma Rifles managed to 
collect a few boats from the vil- 
lages on the island and the crosa- 
ing got under way, with agonizing 
slowness, The round trip took 45 
minutes, an eternity to the men 
waiting their turn on the east tip 
of the island. 

“Just then,” Thompson related, 
“we saw another heartening sight, 
a small convoy of Burmese sgail- 
boats coming upstream. We hailed 
them and easily persuaded their 
owners to ferry us across. ach 
boat carried 10 men. Now we had 
a real fleet. 

“Getting the mules across was 
simply awful. It produced miore 
swear words in four languages 
than you've ever heard in your 
life, Men were cursing in English, 
Burmese, and Gurkhali, I sup- 
plied Chinese for good measure, 
It’s a fine language to swear in. 
You can say things in Chinese 
that you can’t even imagine in 
English. 

“The boats kept going to and fro, 
pulling the mules over one by one, 
We were racing desperately 
against time. Just before sundown 
we had noticed smoke fires on 
both banks of the river, above and 
below where we were crossing— 
Jap patrols trying to signal] our 
whereabouts to their main bases. 
To make matters worse, on the far 
bank we found an impenetrable 
wall of thick elephant grass, which 
blocked our line of march to the 
east, The only direction we could 
move in was tip or down the bank, 
where one section with a machine 
gun could have mowed us down, 
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“At 8 p. m. Oalvert himself 
crossed and decided to call a halt. 
We had 21 mules over out of about 
80. The rest were devils, and we 
were all dead beat. We'd been 
marching for days, and had had 
four hours’ sleep the night before. 
Besides, the Burmese were getting 
worried about their supper. 

“Calvert was in a fighting mood. 
‘I’m damned if I'll let the Japs 
collar any of my mules or equip- 
ment. If the little devils catch us, 
we're going to fight it out, and if 
necessary die. There's no bétter 
way of dying than behind a gun.’ 
We moved machine guns into po- 
sition, laid on the mortars to cover 
our flank, and held a council of 
war. Oddly enough, I remembered 


gloomily that the next day was’ 


March 15—the Ides of March. 
“Calvert decided to go to it 
again after the Burmese had had 
their food. His plan was to get 
over enough mules to carry the 
vital equipment—mortars, machine 
guns, grenades, and wireless sets-—— 
to scrap half of our bedding, and 
manhandle the Bren guns and am- 
munition. He called for volugteers 
to go back across the river for 
‘Work till 12,” he said, 
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‘Bring over as many as you can, 
Pick the ones that are in good 
shape and shoot the rest.” We 
padded down the bank into the 
boats and started slogging back 
and forth, dog tired, cursing the 
mules, the Japs, the river, and the 
damned lousy- war. I remember 
standing knee deep in the Irra- 
waddy, tugging at a mean mule, 
and thinking: ‘This is a hell of 
an act for an R. A. F. pilot’.” 

While the rest of the men slept, 
scouts combed the elephant grass 
on the east bank for a track lead- 
ing into the jungle. They found 
one just before dawn, and the col- 
umn moved off. No one had had 
much sleep, but there was a tre- 
mendous feeling of exhilaration 
all around, They had put another 
great river behind them, 

Calvert's men had beén march- 
ing about an hour when they ran 
into half a dozen bullock carte 
loaded with rice and potatoes for 
the Japs. A quick deal went 
through, sliver rupees changed 
hand, and Pvt. Tojo lost his rice 
and potatoes. At 2 p. m. the Chin- 
dits found a cool, damp clearing 
by a stream and had their first 
cup of tea in 48 hours. 

Next morning the column 
marched on. At the first halt 
Burma Rifles scouts found a vil- 
lage and came back with toma- 
toes and *some scraggy Burmése 
chickens. That afternoon the 
Chindits feasted; it was the first 
square meal they had eaten in 
two weeks. The Chindits had not 
tasted potatoes since entering 
Burma, and gloated over them 
like thirsty Cossacks over a bottle 
of vodka, They boiled them in 
their skins and even drank the 
water they had cooked them in. 
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That evening a patrol brought 
in startling information, Another 
of Wingate’s columns Was only 
three miles to the south. Calvert 
changed his plans for moving 
straight ahead that night, veered 
off southward, and bivouacked 
close by the other column, which 
turned out to be Maj, Dunlop's 
plus Jefferies’ party and what was 
left of the column that had 
clashed with the Japs at Kyaik- 
thin. They had crossed the Irra- 
waddy at Taguang, eight miles to 
the south of Calvert. 

Next day the officers from both 
columns met to compare notes. It 
was March 16, the eve of St. Pat- 
rick’s day. 

After toasts had been drunk to 
Saint Patrick, to Wingate, and to 
the expedition, Jefferies produced 
a handful of native cheroots— 
bamboo shavings loosely wrapped 
in green tobacco leaves—and lis- 
tened to Calvert's account of his 
march from the railway. Then 
Jefferies told hig story: 

“T became detached from the 
rest of my party during the battle 
of Kyaikthin and crossed the rail- 
way with Cpl. Hayes. 

“On the third day we were so 
starved that at dusk we ventured 
into a village to buy food, The 
natives loaded us with chickens, 
rice, eggs, and a jar of rice wine. 
They have a peculiar superstition 
that the wine isn’t intoxicating 
when drunk at certain hours of 
the day. We couldn’t wait to find 
out. We drank it then and there 
and it was a good pick-me-up. 
Next morning we reached the ren- 
dezvous and joined up with the 
rest of the southern force, 
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“The next morning I led a party 
down to recce the crossing. I saw 
two or three trading boatea aalling 
downstream, They weren't really 
boats, they were enormous bam- 
boo rafts, 40 yards long by 15 
wide, with huts built on them. 
We hailed them and bought their 
cargo of jagri balls. and native 
cheroots. 

“We had scheduled supply 
dropping for March 11, But were 
bivouacked on the east hank of 
the Irrawaddy, some /distance 
short of the rendezvous,/when we 
heard the faint hum/of planes 
approaching from the west. The 
R. A. F. men tore down to the 
sandbanks and lit fires quicker 
than a bunch of super scouts. 
The planes flew past us! and we 
thought they’d failed to spot the 
fires. We'd done some very fancy 


swearing at the pilots when we_ 


saw them circling back toward 


the flare path, 

“The first dozen parachute loads 
were neatly grouped on the sand- 
banks. We were so hungry that 
we started cooking a cheese and 
biscuit ‘souffle’ over the fires 
while the planes were still drop- 
ping supplies. It was the first 
really good meal most of us had 
eaten since the eve of the battle 
of Kyaikthin 10 days before.

Danger of 
Swimming 
Infections

HE days of the old swimming 
T note are nearly here and with 

them the days of sinus infec- 
tion and infected ears in children, 
says my nose and throat specialist. 
The old swimming hole is now 
magnified in most of our cities, 
towns and villages into the muni- 
cipal swimming pool or Y. M.C. A, 
swimming pool with tiled bottom 
and sides and diving boards and 
none of the dangers of slippery 
mud banks or concealed tree 
trunks or snapping turtles, or 
poison ivy or snakes. It is a 
great improvement all right and 
I don’t want to be a kill joy but 
without precautions there is dan- 
ger or nasal infections and con- 
sequent ear infections from pro- 
longed and under water swimming 
pool aquatics, 

It may come as a complete sur- 
prise to you but if you think about 
it a little you'll see that it is true 
that human beings were never 
meant for an underwater exist- 
ence, This is not entirely to say 
that they are not fishes, because 
lots of warm-blooded and air- 
breathing animals spend a lot of 
time under water. But such, Iike 
the hippopotamus and the por- 
poise and the manatee and the 
pelican, were canny enough to get 
it fixed up with Mother Nature 
that water doesn’t enter their 
noses or ears. 

x * 


THE PELICAN, for instance, has 
no external opening to the nose at 
all, so that when their beaks are 
closed as they are when diving, no 
water gets into the upper respira- 
tory passages. 

If you go up real close to a 
hippopotamus (I get this second 
hand) you will find that while he 
has very large nostrils he has a 
membrane that he can close over 
them and the nose and throat spe- 
cialists to the hippopotami tell me 
he does close them whenever he 
submerges. So also manatees, 
seals and alligators. Although the 
porpoise spends his entire life in 
the water its nasal mucous mem- 
brane is little better adapted than 
man’s to contact with sea water, 
so it has merged its two nostrils 
into one and has a membrane that 
covers this opening which it can 
close voluntarily when it sub- 
merges. 

It is not only the possibility of 
bacterial infection of the nose 
from contamination of swimming 
pools—most of them, so far as 
I can judge, are kept clean and 
hygenic—but the chemical reac- 
tion of the mucuous membrane of 
the nose is changed by submer- 
sion and this leads to suceptibil- 
ity to infections and colds. 

Fabricant has shown that the 
normal reaction of the nose is 
acid. If it is changed to alkaline 
it is less resistant to infection 
and, as a matter of confirmation, 
the nasal secretion, where there 
is a cold or sinus infection, is 
alkaline,

AGAIN THE MUCOUS mem- 
brane of the nose is constantly 
covered with a blanket of mucous 
which is also protective and which 
sea water especially but also fresh 
water strips off without courtesy, 
This blanket of mucous is some- 
what higher in salt than blood 
and lymph and tissue so Dr. Mar- 
tin H. Fischer has found that a 
salt solution somewhat more hy- 
pertonic than normal salt solu- 
tion is a better nasal irrigator 
and protector of infectior.

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Students Revive ‘The Gondoliers' 
John Burroughs School Gives Third Out-Door Gilbert-Sullivan Operetta

ROBABLY no one would be 

more surprised than the sharp- 

tongued, keen-witted political 
satirists, W. S. Gilbert and Arthur 
Sullivan, to find that the last prod- 
uct of their combined efforts was 
produced some 55 years after its 
completion by high school students 
in a progressive school in America. 
Ralph Weinrich, director of music 
for John Burroughs School, re- 
cently chose “The Gondoliers,” as 
the spring operetta for the school 
because it seemed peculiarly fitted 
to the talents and abilities of the 
students. And although the re- 
cent student production on the 
Price road may have lacked some 
of the finesse of the original pro- 
duction in the Savoy Theater in 
London, the high school studenta 
made up for that with plenty of 
flare and enthusiasm. 

“There is really nothing in the 
modern field which compares to 
the work of Gilbert and Sullivan 
for melody and comedy,” Mr, 
Weinrich, discussing the school’s 
unusual choice, points out. “The 
students love the clever lines, the 
easy melodies, the tongue-twisting 
verses. Although Gilbert and Sul- 
livan to many people may seem a 
strange choice for a modern high 
school—we have found the work 
ideal both for the abilities and 
the limitations of our music stu- 
‘dents, Last year, we put on ‘The 
Pirates of Penzance’, a production 
we originally attempted 10 years 
ago. It was so successful, we may 
stick to Gilbert and Sullivan for 
several years.”

“"The Gondoliers’ is the last 
opera which Gilbert and Sullivan 
did, you know, before their final 
split,” Weinrich went out. “After 
that, neither of them were very 
successful separately, and they 
wasted the last years of their life 
in bitter criticism of each other. 
To me, Gilbert’s lines and Sulli- 
van’s tunes were never better than 
in this last work.” 

“In putting on a production such 
as this operetta, many of the stu- 
dents in various departments of 
the school are called upon to as- 
sist,” said Mr. Weinrich. “Mrs, 
Dorothy Gillan, our dramatic in- 
structor, coaches the cast in their 
stage actions, Miss Winifred Kreu- 
ger, the head of the home eco- 
nomics department, takes charge 
of costuming, and the industrial 
art department makes all the stage 
props. The entire cast includes 
about 200 of our students, so that 
it is really the project of the whole 
school—not just the music depart- 
ment.”

The 
stage, which is provided with a 
rich natural background of trees 
and shrubs, is viewed from the 
gently sloping hillside on which 
portable chairs are placed for each 
performance, Students have, 
through the years, planted shrub- 
bery to define the outlines of a 
little theater.

Sev- 
eral of our students of music are 
coached in their instrumental 
training by members of the Sym- 
phony—and we are very proud of 
the results.” 


“Altogether, however, we feel 
this year we owe a good deal to 
Messrs, Gilbert and Sullivan. Our 
productions may not be just what 
the authors visualized some 50 
years ago, but the school likes 
them, our audiences are appreci- 
ative, and the students learn a 
great deal from the process of 
staging such an operetta. I think 
we'll concentrate on Gilbert and 
Sullivan productions for several 
years to come.”

HIS is a sure way to get your 
T family to eat cauliflower with 

enthusiasm. The transparent 
sauce made of a blend of vinegar, 
flour, and seasonings with crushed 
caraway produces a dressing that 
not only intrigues the eye, but 
regales the nostrils. The bits of 
bacon sprinkled over the top is 
the grand climax, 

Hot Cauliflower Salad, 


One and one-half pound head 
cauliflower, two ounces bacon 
(three slices), one teaspoon flour, 
two tablespoons vinegar, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon sugar, 
one-half teaspoon caraway seed 
crushed. 

Separate cauliflower into flower- 
ets, leaving part of the stalk and 
tender green leaves attached to 
each other. Soak 15 minutes in 
salted water. Drain, wash thor- 
oughly. Cover with boiling water, 
salt (one teaspoon to pint of wa- 
ter), and cook six to seven min- 
utes. Drain and keep hot. Dice 
bacon, cook over low heat until 
well done. Remove from fat onto 
absorbent paper. To the drippings 
add flour then remaining ingre- 
dients. Simmer one-half minute, 
stirring constantly. Pour over 
cauliflower. Sprinkle with bacon. 
Serve immediately.

Since this is strictly a double- 
dummy affair, never mind the bid- 
ding—just accept the contract of 
seven spades by South and the 
opening lead -of the club queen 
from West, and go on from th 
Don't peek below until and OWless 
you are ready to thréw in the 
sponge. 

Here's the solution, A matter ef 
the most meticulous timing: 

Win the opening lead with the 
club king, discarding a heart from 
the South hand,*Cash the ace and 
king of spades. (West can afford 
a club discard, but he cannot let 
g0 another club later, because it 
then would be easy to ruff out an 
extra club triek.) South now ruffs 
the club deuce and cashes three 
more trumps. West must discard 
two hearts or two diamonds—let 
us suppose he chooses the latter. 
Dummy’s discards, then, are also 
two diamonds and one heart. Now 
South leads to the blank diamond 
acé, cashes the club ace, discard« 
ing a heart, and ruffs a low club. 

At this point South holds one 
trump, one heart and one 4ia- 
mond. West holds two hearts and 
the high club, North holds the 
ace-four of hearts and a low elub. 
East holds two hearts and the 
high diamond. Now when South 
cashes his last trump, West must 
discard a heart to keep the club, 
Dummy’s club is thereupon aban- 
doned, and East is squeezed in 
turn. If he gives up the diamond, 
South's diamond five is good: if he 
blanks the heart queen, declarer 
leads to the ace and cashes the 
heart four.
